GRIEVANCES OP THE KNIGHTS. 


ST. LOUIS, March 11.— Martin IronB, 
chairman of the executive committee of 
the board of district assembly No. 101, 
Knights of Labor, has prepared a state- 
ment of the grievances and demands of 
the striking employes of the Gould sys- 
tem, and has sent it to Col. Hoxie, 
first 
vice president and general manager of 
the Missouri Pacific railroad. Mr. Irons 
denounces the statement made in Col. 
Hoxie's circular, issued a few days ago, 
as wholly false. The statement proceeds 
to say that it is the belief of every 
Knight 
of 
Labor 
that 
the 
Gould 
system 
have 
assuredly 
inaugurated 
a systematic method of breaking up their 
organization, and to check the effect of 
this action the strike waa commenced. 
He proposes that a conference be ar- 
ranged between the management of the 
Gould southwest companies and the dis- 
trict executive board of assembly No. 
101, Knights of Labor, and then sets out 
a number of propositions as to wages, 
etc., to be agreed to. 
It also provides 
that there shall be no discharge of any 
Knight of Labor without a written state- 
ment of the cause of the complaint and 
a trial before three disinterested parties, 
one chosen by each side and a third by 
the two, the accused to remain at work 
during the investigation. 


ST.

assembly have adopted resolutions recog- 
nizing the railroad strike as a struggle 
for the rights of workingmen to organ- 
ize, that the posilion taken by the rail- 
road managers is inimical to the rights 
of workingmen and public good and 
should be denounced.

He considered 
it very unwise to inaugurate so many 
strikes, "nine out of ten of them from 
trivial cause." 
That the 
workingmen 
should be careful that they do not "sap 
and undermine their strength by extreme 
demands." 
That now that they bad the 
power that comes from 
organization, 
"they must use that power wisely and 
moderate ly, and be careful not to change 
position with the employer and refuse to 
treat with him except at the point of the 
pistol, or the strike, which is about the 
same thing."

longer serve. 
The successful ones are geniuses 
in their way. and know something about the 
art of making up, as well as the ai-t of acting. 
Not infrequently there is histrionic talent 
found here on street comers, at basement 
doors and on stairways, which would make 
itself renowned if it had a chance beyond the 
footlights.

The name of Deadwood, a dfy that 
U still in fhe 
West" in spite of the 
rapid imprcrements thirty years have 
seen "«rest of the Mississippi, is familiar 
to many people who know nothing 
whatever of it except that it lies some- 
where out in the mining region. 


Traveling from the East, it can be 
reached within one hundred miles by 
rail; the remainder of the distance 
must be taken by stage. 
The railroad 
ends at Buffalo Gap. Six horses, carry- 
ing a stage coach with three seats in it, 
await the Deadwood travelen:. If there 
are more than six passengers and any 
of them are inclined to obesity, there 
is apt to be a lack of comfort. 


If it is during the spring or autumn 
rains, there is much jolting and care- 
ful driving, and perhaps some seasick- 
ness among the passengers. 


In the bitter winter weather, warm 
wraps, furs, and heated soapstones are 
necessary. 
Perhaps the ride is most 
delightful in the autumn, when there is 
a golden mom, and lazy winds and a 
cloud of purple haze in the west. 


The one hundred miles are traveled 
in thirty-six 
hours 
or thereabout. 
Every ten miles the horses are changed, 
and every twenty miles tihe drivers 
change. 


The stations are simply large bams 
where the horses are kept. 
These are 
as well trained, and enter into their 
task with as much spirit and seeming 
delight as the horses of the fire depart- 
ments in cities. 
They grow to be fa- 
miliar with every step of the journey 
and know their driver as children know 
a parent. 
The coach stops for meals at 
regular stations, three times a day. 
Quite an excited interest is visible at all 
the towns passed through. The com- 
ing of the stage, A\dth its galloping 
horses, its air of mystery and restless- 
ness and the charm of knowing it has 
come from the outside world, which, 
like Kasselas in his valley, every one 
envies to be in occasionally, is quite an 
event in the lives of the village people. 
Caesar, in his commentaries, speaks of 
the inhabitants of inner Gaul gathering 
around the merchants when they came 
to trade, and asking questions innumer- 
able. 
The merchants 
were 
often 
tempted to exaggerate and sometimes 
to invent stories of the outside world, 
which temptation they often yielded to, 
and were eagerly believed by the Gauls. 
So the stage coa<h driver, after an- 
swering many questions to suit himself, 
amid 
the admiring 
gaze of the 
populace, 
^vith a flourish of his 
whip, a word to his horses, is goncL 
Gone for a wild ride over dangerous 
roads, now winding along a mountain 
path, now between rocks, now along a 
river bank, and again out into the level 
mesa-like stretch, that seems to reach in 
infinite distances on every hand. The 
drivers find their work to possess a 
strange fascination. No stage driver 
ever feels content to go back to the 
tame life of a town dweller. 
Each one 
of them has his reputation and is known 
by liis peculiar characteristics all along 
the entire route. In the lower part of 
the stage, under the seats, is a place for 
baggage, much like tlie hold in a ship. 
The trip is worth taking, especially in 
spring or autumn, when the drivecr 
is glad to give a share of his seat for at 
least a few hours each day or night. 


Deadwood ÍB a very pretty town 
hemmed in by mountains. It is in the 
extreme western part of Dakota, not 
far from its boundary line. It is only 
250 miles from Yellowstone Park, and 
^ surrounded by mountains on every 
^nd. 
Some valuable gold and silver 
mines are located near the town^—De- 
troit Free Press.

In the Catholic, Episcopal and Lu- 
theran churches Lent is a solemn era 
and the services yesterday were imriress- 
ive of the holy season. Bev. W. N. 
Webbe held appropriate 
services at 
Trinity church. At the Cathedral masses 
were celebrated and in the evening Rt. 
Rev. Bishop Dwenger delivered a mas- 
terly sermon, the first of a series. 


CATHOLIC liENTEN BULES. 


The following regulations apply in the 
diocese of Fort Wayne during lent: 


1. All the faithful who have com- 
pleted their twenty-first year, are, unless 
legitimately dispensed, bound to observe 
the fast of Lent. 


2. They are only to make one meal a 
day, excepting Sunday. 


3. 
The meal allowed on fast days is 
not to be taken till about noon. 


4. At that meal, if on any day per- 
mission should be granted for eating 
flesh, both fish and flesh shall not be 
used at the same time. 


5. A small refreshment, commonly 
called collation, is allowed in the evening; 
no general rule as to the quantity of food 
permitted at this time is or can be made. 
But the practice of the most regular 
rhristians is never to let it exceed the 
fourth part of an ordinary meal. 


6. The quantity of food allowed at a 
c ollation is, in this diocese, bread, butter, 
eggs, cheese, milk, all kinds of finite, 
salads, vegetables and cold fish. 


7. General usage has made it lawful 
to take in the morning some warm liquid; 
as tea, coffee, or chocolate, and a cracker. 


8. 
Necessity and custom have au- 
thorized the use of lard instead of butter 
in preparing fish, vegetables, etc. 


9. The following persons are exempt 
from the obligations of fasting: 
Young 
persoi^ under twenty-oue years of age, 
the sick, nursing women, those who are 
obliged to do hard labor, all who, 
through weakness, cannot fast without 
predjudice to their health. 


10. By dispensation, the use of flesh 
meat will be allowed at .any time on Sun- 
days, and once a day on Mondays, Tues- 
days, Thursdays and Saturdays, -with 
the exception of the second and last Sat- 
urday of Lent. 


11. 
Persons dispensed from the obli- 
gation of fasting on account of tender or 
advanced age, sixty, or hard labor, are 
not bound by the restriction of using 
meat only at one meal on days on which 
its use is granted 
by dispensation. 
Those dispensed from the fast for other 
causes, as well as those who are obliged 
to fast, are permitted to use meat only 
at one meal. 


We recommend that, on Good Friday, 
the faithful abstain from the use of milk, 
butter and egg». 


We earnestly beg those who have 
made themselves the victim of intem- 
perance, to begin with Lent a sober and 
pious life, and to show a spirit of true 
repentance by a pledge of total absti- 
nence.

An Invention that Beats the 
Telephone. 


An Ohio man by the name of Samuel 
V, Essick has invented an electrical type 
writer which transmits messages long 
distances, and it was exhibited to a num- 
ber of capitalists, electricians and news- 
paper men in New York last Saturday. 
It is a simple arrangement with a key- 
board, which, when a key is touched, 
brings the right letter down on a sheet 
of paper which moves along automati- 
cally at one side, so that words are 
printed as by an ordinary type writer, 
and the machine at the other end of the 
wire acts in unison, printing the mes- 
sage in the same way. 
It does all the 
work of the operator at the ordinary 
telegraph instmment. It is intended by 
the National Printing Telegraph com- 
pany, which owns the instrument, to put 
it in use in the manner of the Bell tele- 
phone instrument, connections to be 
made at a central office.

Webbe held appropriate services 
at 


Trinity church. At theCathedrul masses 
were celebrated and in the evening lit. 
Rev. Bishop Dwongor delivered a mas- 
terly sermon, the liist of a aeries. 


OATEOUO LENTEN RULES. 


The following regulations apply in the 


diocese of Fort Wayne during lent: 


1. All the faithful who have com- 


pleted their twenty-first year, are, unless 
legitimately dispensed, bound to observe 
the fast of Lent. 


2. They are only to make one meal a 


day, excepting Sunday. 


3. The meal allowed on fast days is 


not to be taken till about noon. 


1 
At that meal, if on any day per- 


mission should be granted for eating 
flesh, both fish and flesh shall not be 
used at the same time. 


5. A small refreshment, commonly 


called collation, is allowed in the evening; 
no general rule as to tho quantity of food 
permitted at this time is or can be made. 
But the practice of the most regular 
Christians is never to let it exceed the 
fourth part of an ordinary meal. 


6. The quantity of food allowed at a 


c ollation is, in this diocese, bread, butter, 
eggs, cheese, milk, all kinds of fruits, 
salads, vegetables and cold fish. 
. 7. General usage has made it lawful 
to take in tho morning some warm liquid; 
as tea, coffee, or chocolate, andacraeker. 


8. Necessity and custom have au- 


thorized the use of lard instead of butter 
in preparing fish, vegetables, etc. 


9. The following persons are exempt 


from the obligations of fasting: 
Yonng 
perso^ under twenty-one years of age, 
the sick, nursing women, those who are 
obliged to do hard labor, all who, 
through weakness, cannot fast without 
predjudico to their health. 


10. By dispensation, the ueo of flesh 


meat will be allowed at,anv time on Sun- 
days, and onco a day on Mondays, Tues- 
days, Thursdays and Saturdays, with 
the exception of the second and laat Sat- 
urday of Lonfc. 


11. Persons dispensed from the obli- 


gation of fasting on account of tender or 
advanced age, sixty, or hard labor, are 
not bound by the restriction of using 
meat only at one meal on days on which 
its use is granted 
by dispensation. 


Those dispensed from the fast for other 
causes, as well as those who are obliged 
to fast, are permitted to use meat only 
atono meal. 


We recommend that, on Good Friday, 


.the faithful abstain from the use of milk, 
butter and eggs. 


We earnestly beg those who have 


'mode themselves tho victim of intem- 
perance, to begin with Lent a sober and 
pious life, and to show a spirit of true 
repentance by a pledge of total absti- 
nence,

An Invention that Beats th« 


Telephone. 


An Ohio man by the name of Samnel 


V. Essiok has invented an electrical type 
writer which transmits messages long 
distances, and it was exhibited to a num- 
ber of capitalists, electricians and. news- 
paper men in New York last Saturday. 
It is a simple arrangement with a key- 
board, which, when a key is touched, 
brings the right letter down on a sheet 
of paper which moves along automati- 
cally at one side, so that words arc 
printed as by an ordinary type writer, 
and tbe machine at the other end of the 
wire actfi in unison, printing the mee- 
sago in the same way. . It does all the 
work of the operator at "the ordinary 
telegraph instrument. It is intended by 
the National Printing Telegraph com- 
pany, which owns the instrument, to put 
it in use in the manner of the Bell tele- 
phone instrument, oonncotdona to be 
made at a central office.
